W A SH IN G TO N , Dec. 18— The Office of Price Adminis­ 
tration today invalidated all gasoline ration coupons, except 
for those of commercial vehicles, along the Eastern Seaboard 
“ until further notice.’ 
Price Administrator Leon Henderson issued the order to 
filling station operators in the 17 Atlantic States and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, effective at 12.01 P. M. today. 
The drastic action, taken because of the critical petroleum
